The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a laminate card substrate with a 
recording layer, wherein the card substrate is symmetrical in structure and comprises a core and 
first and second molecularly oriented outer layers laminated directly on the front and back 
surfaces of the core, respectively, wherein the outer layers have the recited maximum difference 
in orientation direction and the laminate has the recited warpage values. JP 12-242760 fails to 
disclose molecularly oriented aligned outer layers directly bonded to the core layer; JP 10- 
203061 fails to disclose the recited difference in orientation direction; JP 50-145480 fails to 
disclose the recited core portion.
